RE:        Regional  Project  Scores  and  Ranking 

Attached  for  your  information  and  review  are  the  recommended  scores  for  Proposition  116 
bicycle  projects  in  the  region. 

The  projects  were  evaluated  by  MTC  and  Caltrans  staff,  along  with  members  from  the 
Regional  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  (REBAC  -  which  is  a  bicycle  advocacy  group  with 
representatives  from  each  of  the  Bay  Area  counties).  All  projects  were  evaluated  using  the 
screening  and  scoring  criteria  adopted  by  the  California  Transportation  Commission  (CTC);  a 
copy  of  the  evaluation  form  was  included  in  the  application. 

The  criteria  required  each  applicant  to  demonstrate  the  degree  to  which  the  proposed  project 
satisfied  the  need,  convenience,  safety,  funding  and  local  support  criteria.  The  evaluation 
committee  members  based  their  judgements  on  several  factors,  including  field  reviews, 
knowledge  of  routes  used  by  bicycle  commuters  in  the  area,  discussions  with  project  staff 
and  degree  of  local  support  and  funding  commitment  compared  to  other  applications 
received. 


I'll  be  happy  to  discuss  project  scores  with  any  of  the  project  applicants.  The  recommended 
project  scores  will  be  brought  to  MTC's  Grant  Review  and  Allocations  Committee  on  January 
8, 1993.  I  hope  to  have  any  outstanding  scoring  issues  resolved  before  this  meeting. 

Once  the  Commission  has  approved  the  rankings  (expected  approval  on  January  27,  1993), 
the  list  will  be  forwarded  to  Caltrans  Office  of  Bicycle  Facilities  for  statewide  evaluation  and 
ranking.  A  staff  proposed  statewide  ranking  should  be  available  sometime  in  late  February 
or  early  March  1993  (I'll  keep  you  posted).  The  CTC  will  hold  public  hearings  in  April  1993 
and  adopt  a  final  ranking  and  allocate  the  $10.8  million  of  Proposition  116  funds  in  May 
1993.

When  BART's  rail  service  is  interrupted  AC  Transit  provides  a  "bus  bridge" 
for  public  transit  riders  who  need  assistance  in  getting  where  they  want  to  go. 

Beginning  Monday  (Dec.  21),  the  "bus"  and  the  "bridge"  will  combine  with 
bicycles  to  give  cyclists  a  way  to  connect  between  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  across  the 
Bay  Bridge  in  the  early  morning  hours  when  BART  is  closed. 

AC  Transit's  Board  of  Directors  has  approved  an  experiment  to  carry  full 
size  bicycles  on  Line  NZ  between  the  hours  of  12:45  a.m.  and  5:30  a.m.,  at  no  extra 
charge  for  the  bikes.   Regular  fares  wiU  be  charged. 

Line  NZ  bicycle-approved  buses  will  leave  the  Transbay  Transit  Terminal  in 
San  Francisco  at  12:45  a.m.,  1:15  a.m.,  2:15  a.ml,  3:15  a.m.,  4:15  a.m.,  and  5:15  a.m., 
operating  via  downtown  Oakland  to  San  Leandro. 

Buses  to  San  Francisco  leave  14th  and  Broadway  in  downtown  Oakland  at 
1:35  a.m.,  2:35  a.m.,  3:35  a.m,  4:35  a.m.  and  5:30  a.m. 

Persons  with  bicycles  must  secure  their  two-wheelers  with  the  seat  belts 
designed  for  wheelchairs  in  the  bus.    Also,  cyclists  are  required  to  be  in  control  of  their 
bikes  at  all  times  and  to  keep  bus  aisles  from  being  blocked.

If  you're  like  most  San 
Franciscans,  you  probably  don't 
ride  a  bike  to  woric  every  day. 
City  traffic  planners  want  to 
change  that 

The  Parking  and  Traffic 
Department  is  spending 
$100,000  on  a  10-month  city 
bicycUng  study  that  could  re- 
sult in  more  bike  paths,  more 
bike  racks,  increased  bicycle 
safety  awareness,  and  more 
money  for  biking  programs. 


The  study,  approved  two 
weeks  ago  by  the  Parking  and 
Traffic  Commissioo,  is  aimed 
at  getting  some  of  the  99  per- 
cent of  city  residents  who  don '  t 
bike  to  work  outofbuscs,  trains, 
and  cars  and  onto  bikes.  Offi- 
cials estimate  that  only  5,000  to 
10,000  city  residents  bike  to 
work  daily. 

"There  are  people  out  there 
riding  bicycles,  but  they  expe- 
rience problems  with  safely," 
said  Peter  Tannen,  bicycle  co- 


ordinator for  the  Parking  and 
Traffic  Department.  "We  have 
seen  an  interest  from  bicycle 
groups  and  the  commission  that 
we  need  a  real  plan." 

The  city's  promotion  of 
bicycling  began  1 8  months  ago 
when  Tannen  was  hired  as  the 
city '  s  first-ever  bicycle  coordi- 
nator. On  March  I ,  the  Parking 
and  Traffic  Commission  hired 
Wilbur  Smith  Associates  to 
conduct  a  study  and  report  on 
recommendations  by  January 


1995. 

The  main  thing  we  want 
is  something  that  looks  at  ev- 
erything from  bike  laites  and 
bike  routes  to  safety  and  acci- 
dent prevendoo,**  said  Tannen. 

The  consultant  is  being 
hired  with  fiinding  firora  the  San 
Francisco  Transportation  Au- 
thority through  a  half-cent  sales 
tax  levied  ^>ecifically  for  trans- 
portation needs.  The  money  is 
not  fh>m  the  city  *  s  general  fund.

-  San  Francisco  has  61  miles  of 
marked  bicycle  routes,  aoconling  to 
transportation  planner  Jeny  Robbins. 
Most,  he  said,  are  in  Noe  Valley,  the 
Mission  District.  thcHaight-Ashbuiy, 
and  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Michelle  DeRobeitis.  who  yntt 
condua  die  study  for  Wilbur  Smith, 
said  she  would  Uxk  for  ways  to  add 
bike  lanes  for  commuters  and  recre- 
ational riders.add  bike  racks  and  park- 
ing downtown,  and  make  sure  streets 
are  maintained  for  bikes. 

Bicycle-friendly  plans 

Many  residents  would  like  to  bi- 
cycle to  work,  planners  said,  but  are 
apprehensive  because  they  fear  for 
their  safety,  cannot  find  parking,  and 
have  to  pedal  up  hills. 

"We  want  to  make  peoplerealize 
that  you  can  definitely  bicyck;  in  San 
Francisco,"  said  DeRobcnis.  "People 
want  to  get  on  bikes  and  we  want  to 
help  them." 

Changes  being  proposed  include 
closing  off  more  streets  for  bikes, 
enforcing  bike-lane  rules,  and  clear- 
ing strbeis  of  barriers  to  bike  riding, 
such  as  raihoad  tracks  and  potholes. 

Valencia  Street,  a  favorite  route 
for  bicyclists  in  the  Mission  District, 
is  expected  to  be  widened  and  a  con- 
crete median  is  to  be  removed.

"Some 
of  the  existing  bike  routes  don't  make 
sense  and  haven't  been  reviewed  in 
years." 

Charles  Higgins.  of  the  nonprofit 
Bicycle  Transportation  Center,  said 
that  the  city's  overall  attitude  toward 
biking  needed  to  change. 

"We  have  a  very  poor  infrastruc- 
ture for  bicycling,  especially  for 
people  going  to  work,"  said  Higgins, 
whose  groupicachesyoungsiejsaboui 
biking  and  bike  repair.  "A  kM  of  the 
routes  don't  serve  real  desiinaiions, 
like  the  waierfront" 

Bike-shop  owners  who  sell  and 
rent  the  two-wheelers  every  day  say 
people  are  riding  more. 

"Not  enough  people  are  using 
them  [bikes]  for  real  transportation 
because  they  don't  feel  safe,"  said 
Tun  Ericson.  owner  of  City  Cycle  on 
Union  Street.  "If  cars  and  bikes  are  on 
the  same  road,  people  don't  want  to 
ride  bikes."

Police  Begin  New  Bicycle  Registration  Program 


Plan  will  make 
recovering  stolen 
bikes  easier 

By  Joe  Strupp 

A  new  bicycle  registration 
program  that  will  allow  the 
Police  Department  to  track  sto- 
len and  lost  bikes  through  a 
citywide  computer  system  is 
beginning  this  weekend  at  two 


locations  near  Golden  Gate 
Park. 

Police  Chief  Anthony 
Ribera  announced  the  new  reg- 
istration  drive  during  his 
monthly  press  conference  last 
Thursday.  It  will  be  the  first 
city  bicycle  registration  pro- 
gram since  budget  cuts  ended  a 
similar  effort  in  the  late  1970s. 

Ribera  also  released  the 
Police  Department's  monthly 
crime  statistics,  reporting  that 


crime  was  down  15  percent 
citywide  during  the  first  eight 
months  of  1994. 

Officer  James  Miranda, 
who  is  organizing  the  bicycle 
registration  program,  said  that 
the  new  system  would  make  it 
easier  for  bicycle  owners  to  re- 
trieve bikes  andfor officers  who 
find  bikes  to  return  them. 

"Numerous  bikes  are  found 
on  the  street  by  police  every 
day  for  various  reasons,"  said 


Miranda.  "Besides  theft,  they 
are  also  lost  or  abandoned  and 
police  retrieve  them;  but  they 
have  no  way  of  tracking  the 
owners." 

Under  the  new  program, 
bicycle  owners  will  pay  S5  to 
register  their  bikes  with  the  city. 
Those  who  register  will  receive 
a  special  registration  decal.  and 
their  their  bike's  serial  number 
will  be  placed  in  a  citywide 
computer  bank. 


.Ml  police  units  and  dis- 
trict ^tations  w  ill  have  access  to 
the  computer.  Miranda  said. 
The  system,  he  added,  is  de- 
signed to  allow  any  officer  w  ho 
tlnds  a  bicycle  to  run  the  serial 
number  through  the  computer 
and  immediately  locate  the 
owner. 

To  start  the  program,  two 
registration  drives  were  sched- 
uled for  this  w  eekend.  The  first

The  second  registration  effort  will 
occur  today,  Sunday,  from  10  a.m.  to 
4  p.m.  at  the  Great  Highway  and 
Lincoln  Way.  "We  have  been  getting 
more  and  more  — — ^— — 
bikes  found  in  the 
city  and  not  been 
able  to  track  down 
the  owners,"  said 
Miranda.

City's  User-Friendly 
Routes  for  Cyclists

Thirtymilesof  new  bicycle 
routes  would  be  added  to  city 
street  under  a  proposal  being 
touted  by  city  officials  as  a  way 
to  get  more  people  to  pedal 
their  way  to  work.  The  plan 
also  would  create  special  traf- 
fic signs  for  cyclists  and  im- 
prove existing  bike  paths. 

The  first  draft  of  the  plan, 
proposed  by  the  Bicycle  Advi- 
sory Committee  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Parking  and  Traffic, 
was  released  in  May  and  will  be 
the  subject  of  a  public  meeting 


on  September  19. 

The  proposal  not  only 
would  create  more  bike  routes 
but  would  mark  each  route  more 
clearly  with  special  traffic  signs 
and  directional  aids. 

The  plan,  which  will  prob- 
ably undergo  several  changes 
before  being  adopted,  is  part  of 
a  10-monlh  ongoing  study  of 
bicycle  safety,  cyclists'  riding 
habits,  and  road  accessibility 
for  bikes  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Parking  and  Traffic  Commis- 
sion paid  $100,000  last  March

Tannen  said  the  plan  was  only  a 
working  proposal  and  that  it  would 
receive  input  from  cyclists  and  other 
residents. 

This  is  just  a  first  draft  and  there 
willbe  future  revisions."  saidTannen. 
"We  have  already  gotten  some  feed- 
back and  we  believe  people  want  some 
more  routes  and  other  changes." 
The  proposed  bike  plan  would 
not  only  add  30 
miles  of  bike 
routes  to  tlie  ex- 
isting 60  miles, 
but  it  would  also 
join  the  routes  to- 
gether.

But  some  said  the  push  for  more 
cycling  must  include  information 
about  bicycle  safety,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  etiquette. 

"There  are  people  who  are  scared 
of  riding  their  bikes  in  the  city,  and  for 
many  of  them  it's  because  they  do  not 
know  a  lot  about  bicycles,"  said  Leslie 
Ottaviano,  who  works  at  San  Fran- 
cisco Cyclery  on  Stanyan  Street. 
"They  don't  have  the  cycling  skills 
and  really  need  something  to  educate 
them." 

Charles  Higgins  of  the  Bicycle 
Transportation  Center  criticized  the 
bike  plan  for  failing  to  indicate  which 
routes  were  the  difficult  ones  for  bik- 
ers. 

"There  are  a  number  of  streets  on 
this  plan  that  arc  really  oriented  more 
to  the  very  experienced  cyclists," 
Higgins  stiid,  "The  planning  process 
for  lhese*roules  has  been  heavily 
loaded  with  experienced  cyclists  and 
does  not  take  into  account  the  nov- 
ices." 


"These  routes  will  be  designed 
for  commuters  or  people  using  bi- 
cycles specifically  for  transportation, 
not  just  recreation,"  saidTannen.  "We 
tried  to  designate  the  streets  that  were 
direct  but  also  good  for  bicycles.  Some 
include  hills  and  traffic  areas,  but  we 
tried  to  avoid  those  in  most  cases." 

The  city  has  received  $85,000  in 
stale  transportation  funds  for  signs 
that  will  indicate  route  numbers,  des- 
tinations, anddirections,  Tannen  said. 

The  bicycle  plan  also  would  be 
used  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  in  prioritizing  streets  for  re- 
pairs and  improvements.  Tannen  said. 
He  said  the  DPW  would  be  asked  to 
repair  streets  containing  bike  routes 
before  repairing  other  streets. 

Other  efforts  aimed  at  boosting 
the  number  of  cyclists  includeclosing 
off  more  su-eets  for  bikes,  enforcing 
bike-lane  rules,  adding  bike  racks  in 
business  areas,  and  clearing  streets  of 
barriers  to  cyclists  —  such  as  pot- 
holes and  railroad  tracks
